16 activity instigated and carried out pursuant to the lawful authority of
17 a law enforcement agency.
18 (2) Except as otherwise provided in subsection (3) of this section,
19 a person may not use an automated license plate recognition system.
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 1 (3) Subsection (2) of this section does not apply to any state,
 2 county, or municipal law enforcement agency when conducting an official
 3 criminal investigation.  An automated license plate recognition system
 4 may use only information entered by a law enforcement officer that is
 5 based on specific and articulable facts of criminal conduct or pursuant
 6 to a court order.  An authorized user of an automated license plate
 7 recognition system under this subsection may use an automated license
 8 plate recognition system only for the official and legitimate purposes
 9 of the user's agency.
10 (4) Data collected or retained through the use of an automated
11 license plate recognition system in accordance with subsection (3) of
12 this section are confidential and are available for use only by a law
13 enforcement agency in carrying out its functions or by an agency
14 collecting information under subsection (3) of this section for its
15 intended purpose and in any criminal proceeding.
16 (5) A law enforcement agency may publish and release as public
17 information summary reports using aggregate data that do not reveal the
18 activities of any individual or organization and may share commercial
19 motor vehicle screening data with the federal motor carrier safety
20 administration for regulatory compliance purposes.
21 (6) Data collected or retained through the use of an automated
22 license plate recognition system in accordance with subsection (3) of
23 this section that are not considered intelligence and investigative
24 record information, or data collected for the purposes of commercial
25 motor vehicle screening, may not be stored for more than twenty-one
26 days.
27 (7) A violation of this section is a misdemeanor.
